CULTURE  OF  GLADIOLI 

Plant  December  to  May — Blossom  time  May  to  September 

(Delivery  time  November  to  March) 

Since  the  publication  of  our  last  catalog,  we  have  added

GLADIOLI 

There  is  no  other  flower  which  will  give  such  great  beauty 
and  returns  for  the  small  amount  of  the  investment.  No  flower 
will  grow  with  so  little  care  and  the  gladioli  is  beyond  compari- 
son with  other  flowers  as  a garden  flower,  and  makes  a wonder- 
ful decoration  for  the  home  when  cut.  Mass  planting  and 
sequence  of  three  weeks  between  planting  brings  a continual 
blooming  season  in  your  garden. 

WHERE  TO  PLANT 

You  do  not  have  to  restrict  your  plantings  in  rows  or  beds. 
Try  planting  them  among  the  roses  and  shrubbery.  Mix  them 
in  with  the  zinnias,  marigolds  and  asters,  and  Halley  planted 
with  light  blue  delpiniums  is  a wonderful  combination. 

WHEN  AND  HOW  TO  PLANT 

The  culture  is  the  easiest  of  any  bulb.  Plant  in  California 
from  December  to  May  (or  after  frost  is  past  in  colder  climates) 
placing  the  bulbs  six  inches  apart  and  about  three  to  four  inches 
in  depth,  in  good  mellow  soil.  Avoid  excessive  fertilizer  at 
planting  time,  but  a little  bone  flour  will  aid  in  growth.  Frequent 
waterings  are  necessary  to  keep  growth  advancing  steadily,  and 
do  not  be  afraid  to  cultivate  after  watering.  The  three  Rs  of 
good  glads  are  GOOD  SOIL,  FREQUENT  CULTIVATION 
and  PLENTY  OF  WATER.  After  flower  is  through  blooming, 
dispense  with  watering,  cut  the  spike  off  near  the  ground  (leaving 
four  leaves)  and  when  thoroughly  ripe,  lift  bulb  and  store  until 
planting  time,  in  shallow  box.

GANNAS 

Cannas  have  always  been  in  demand  and  now  with  the  won- 
derful new  colorings  and  the  improved  size  of  flowers,  they  are 
even  more  popular.  The  large,  handsome,  ornamental  foliage 
and  beautiful  spikes  of  bright  flowers  make  the  cannas  ideal  for 
mass  plantings,  backgrounds,  borders  or  hedges.  They  may  now 
be  obtained  in  heights  varying  from  3 to  6 feet,  and  in  colors  of 
rose,  red,  orange,  to  pure  white.  Also  some  foliage  is  bright 
green  and  some  a rich  bronze.  These  new  orchid  flowering  and 
large  truss  varieties  bloom  freely  for  six  to  eight  months.  In 
mild  climates  they  are  evergreen,  but  we  recommend  cutting 
away  the  old  stalks  in  the  winter  to  make  room  for  the  new 
growth.  They  should  be  separated  every  three  years.  Set  the 
roots  12  to  15  inches  apart.  They  flower  more  freely  in  sunny 
situations  but  grow  well  in  partial  shade,  requiring  at  all  times 
plenty  of  moisture. 
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CANNA  BEDS 
Planting  Suggestions 

Before  laying  out  a Canna  bed,  spade  the  ground  two  feet 
deep,  mixing  thoroughly  into  the  soil  enough  well  rotted  stable 
manure  to  .fill  six  inches  in  depth  of  the  whole  bed.  When  ready 
place  a stake  in  center  of  the  bed  and  with  a radius  of  eighteen 
inches  mark  a line  for  planting  the  first  row.  Set  the  plants  in 
this  row  eighteen  inches  apart.  Lengthen  the  radius  eighteen 
inches  for  each  successive  row;  plants  other  than  Cannas  require 
different  distances.  All  numbers  below  represent  round  beds. 

Plant  1 in  the  center,  6 in  the  first  circle,  12  in  the  second 
circle  then  18,  24,  etc.,  according  to  the  size  of  the  bed  with  the 
circles,  and  the  plants  in  the  circles  18  inches  apart.  A bed  4 
feet  in  diameter  takes  7 Cannas;  a 7-foot  bed,  19  Cannas;  a 10- 
foot  bed,  37  Cannas ; a 16-foot  bed,  91  Cannas.

HYACINTHS 

PLANT  OCTOBER-DECEMBER— FLOWER  IN  MARCH 


Hyacinths  are  very  fragrant  and  come  in  a great  variety  of 
colors.  They  make  a magnificent  display  when  grown  outside 
in  a bed.  They  are  also  very  satisfactory  when  grown  in  pots 
or  in  glasses  of  water.  We  are  listing  the  single  type  only,  as 
they  are  far  superior  to  the  double,  and  more  certain  to  bloom. 
For  outdoor  culture  set  the  bulbs  so  that  the  tops  will  be  3 to 
4 inches  below  the  surface  and  6 to  10  inches  apart.  For  pot 
culture  use  a 4-inch  pot  for  a bulb  or  a large  pot  for  2 or  3 
bulbs,  and  leave  the  tops  of  the  bulbs  just  above  the  surface. 
After  potting  give  a good  watering  and  set  away  in  a cool  place 
and  cover  with  coal  ashes  or  sand  until  thoroughly  rooted,  which 
takes  from  8 to  10  weeks.  During  this  time  do  not  allow  them 
to  become  dry.  They  may  then  be  set  in  a cool,  light  place  until 
the  flower  spikes  have  developed,  when  they  may  be  placed  wher- 
ever they  are  wanted. 

Due  to  the  exceedingly  high  prices  on  hyacinths  we  omit  the 
named  varieties,  advising  our  patrons  to  use  the  bedding  size.

These  are  all  sun-lovers,  and  delight  in  a warm,  well-drained 
situation,  where  the  surface-creeping  rhizone  can  get  a good 
baking  in  summer.  They  will  thrive  in  almost  any  soil  or  situa- 
tion except  a wet  one,  which  causes  the  rhizomes  to  decay  rap- 
idly. This  is  the  group  best  known  and  most  commonly  culti- 
vated. The  flowers  are  the  true  fleur-de-lis,  and  they  are  well 
called  the  “orchids  of  the  garden/'  for  they  fairly  out-rival  the 
orchids  in  delicacy  of  structure  and  wide  range  of  coloring,  in- 
cluding rich  yellows,  soft  blues,  intense  purples  and  claret-reds, 
beautiful  bronzes  and  pure  whites,  in  every  conceivable  com- 
bination. 

CULTURE— A dry,  sunny  location  suits  them  best.  In 
wet  places  they  are  likely  to  decay.  They  may  be  planted  in 
early  spring,  but  the  most  favorable  time  is  during  August  and 
September,  the  earlier  the  better,  as  that  is  their  dormant  season, 
after  which  they  make  a root  growth,  becoming  established 
before  winter.  Nearly  all  Irises  may  be  divided  and  replanted 
immediately  after  flowering  if  the  roots  are  not  allowed  to 
become  dry.

GRASSES  FOR  LAWNS 

Grass  seed  for  lawns  may  be  planted  in  the  fall  or  in  the 
early  spring.  Use  every  effort  to  have  ground  in  best  of  condi- 
tion before  sowing.  Prepare  soil  well  and  after  sowing  the  seed 
sprinkle  with  bone  meal,  and  rake  seed  in  lightly,  and  roll  down 
but  not  too  tight.  If  weather  is  warm,  it  is  advisable  to  mulch 
with  straw.  Keep  wet.  Use  one  pound  of  seed  to  200  square 
feet  except  clover,  then  use  one  pound  to  300  square  feet.  It 
pays  to  plant  thick. 

Each  fall  with  the  first  rains,  try  applying  bone  meal,  blood 
and  wood  ashes  dusted  over  your  lawn.  Regular  periods  of 
rolling  will  improve  its  appearance.

PHOSPHORIC  ACID:  Phosphoric  Acid  is  the  plant  food  ele- 
ment that  develops  root  system,  hastens  maturity,  makes 
plump,  heavy  kernels,  solid  corn,  large  cotton  bolls  and  gives 
strength  and  productive  power  to  the  plants. 

POTASH:  Potash  stiffens  straw  and  stalks,  promotes  cellular 
growth  and  aids  in  starch  formation. 

When  any  one  plant  food  element  is  deficient  in  the  soil,  big- 
gest yields  of  best  quality  cannot  be  grown.  The  lacking  plant 
food  should  be  supplied  in  available  form  and  from  a high-grade 
source. 

IMPORTANT : If  your  land  is  sour,  we  recommend  sweetening 
with  lime  several  weeks  before  applying  fertilizer. 

FOR  BULBS:  We  suggest  mixing  bone  flour  with  ground  before 
planting,  and  blood  to  induce  top  growth.
